Tuary, 1916, is now completed, and 
it is expected that the presentation 
will be made by the Right Hon. J. 
W. Lowther, speaker of the Imperial 
House of Commons, during the sum- 
mer. 
| The gift has been tendered by the 
donors as “an abiding token of good 
will between both Parliaments,” and 
has been gratefully accepted as such 
by the Canadian House of Commons. 


| The chair is an exact copy of the 
| Speaker's Chair in the House of 
| Commons (designed by Pugin, who 


j was Barry's assistant in the buila- 
ing of the New Palace of Westmins- 
ter), which has been used since the 
occupation of the present chamber 
by the Commons in 1852. Like the 
original, the replica is a beautiful 
example of carved oak. It stands 
13ft. 6in., surmounted by a canopy 
bearing the Royal Arms, which are 
carved in a piece of old oak taken 
from the roof of Westminster Hall. 
The seat of the chair ix upholstered 
in green leather. The right jamb of 
the chair is inscribed: “Manus 
justa nardus; memor et fide!is mens 
conscia recti”; and on the left jamb 


is inscribed: — “Nec prece nec 
retio; libertas in legibus; hostis 
| onori invidia; laus Deo,”

at the rooms of the Empire Parlia- 
mentary Association, Westminster 
Hall, when the Speaker-and a large 
party of Lords and Commons, were 
received by Sir H. d’Eville, secretary 
of the association, and Mr. T. Wil- 
son, Clerk of Works and Deputy 
Keeper of Westminster Hall. Ac- 
companying the chair is a framed 
roll of parchment, ornamentally in- 
scribed as follows:— 

“This replica of the Speaker's 
Chair in the House of Commons, at 
Westminster, is herewith presented 
te the House of Commons at Ot- 
tawa by the United Kingdom branch 
of the Empire Parliamentary As- 
sociation, comprising members of 
both Houses, as a fitting symbol of 
| the great Parliamentary tradition 
which binds together the free na- 
tions of the British Commonwealth.” 

The scroll is signed: — “Birken- 
head, Lord Chancellor; James W. 
Lowther, aker of the House of 
Commons, Joint President, Empire 
Pe~iamentary Association, United 
Kingdom branch, Westminster Hall.” 

Formerly the Canadian Speaker, 
en leaving office, was entitled to 
take away the chair in which he sat 
as a perquisite, but this perquisite 
will now be lost. It is probable that 
there are some of the chairs of the 
old English House of Commons still 
in existence in country mansions. 
Dean Pellew, in his gy Fan y of 
Lord Sidmouth (Henry Addington), 
relates that in the di -room wf 
(White Ledge, Richmond Park — a 
house given by George III. to Sid- 
mouth in appreciation of his services

they were chiefly remarkable for 
their lumbering size and gaunt, in- 
cenvenient form, and visitors, a 
ways curious as to their history, 
were told they were the chairs of 
the House of Commons in which 
Addington had sat as Speaker. He 
origirally possessed three of these 
chairs. e presided over the House 
of Commons in three consecutive 
Parliaments, and had the distinction 
of being the first Speaker of the 
Commons of the United Kingdom on 
their assembly on January 22, 1801, 
after the Umon with Ireland. One 
of the chairs disappeared, Dean Pe!l- 
lew says, and the mystery of its 
fate was never solved. 

The chair of the first Speaker of 
the first reformed House of Com- 
mons is in the Parliament House of 
the Commonwealth of Australia at 
Melbourne. It is the chair that was 
rovided for the temporary chamber 
in which the House of Commons sat 
after the fire of 1834, and was taken 
away as his perquisite by Charles 
Manners-Sutton when he completed, 
late in 1884, his long term of office 
as Speaker. Manners-Sutton’s son 
took the chair out to Melbourne 
when he was appointed Governor of 
Victoria, and presented it to the 
Legislative Assembly, whose succes- 
sive Speakers sat in it for many 
years. In course of time another 
chair was substituted for it, and at 
the inauguration of the Common- 
wealth in 1901 it was placed — with 
a brass plate recording its history 
— in the House of Representatives 
for the use of the Speaker.

One never knows 
the worth of a tree until its shade 
is gone. Canada was so rich in for- 


ests that the people imagined that 
their forests were inexhaustible. But 


year after agi devastating fires 
swept over the wooded areas to such 
an alarming extent that the people 


at last realized that steps would 
have to be taken to save the trees. 

Twenty years ago the Canadian 
Forestry Association was inaugur- 
ated. To-day under the presidency 
of Mr. C. E. E. Ussher, passenger 
traffic manager of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, it is one of the 
most flourishing organisations in the 
Dominion. 

The produce of the forests is one 
of the eatest assets of Canada. 
The pulp and paper business and the 
lumber business supply tens of thou- 
sands with A a bipae le employment. 
The object of the Canadian Forestry 
Association is to preserve existing 
forests, to encourage tree planting, 
and provide the most up to date for- 
estry administration. 

The Association has now 12,500 
members, ‘the majority of whom are 
not financially interested in timber 
limits, saw mills or paper mills. It 
is completely independent of govern- 
ment departments and commercial 
bodies and has the more easily, on 
that account, won public confidence 
and attained great influence through 
its aggressive educational sapenien. 
From the beginning the association 
has aimed to encourage a spirit of 
intelligent partnership between the 
federal and provincial governments 
and the wood-using industries in con- 
nection with the protection and man- 
agement of the forests. 

To diminish much more than in 
the past the destruction of the for- 
ests by fire is considered by the as- 
sociation to be by far fhe most im- 
portant problem. After that it gives 
due consideration to replanting and 
general forest management. The 
very effective results of its educa- 
tional campaign are die to the 
variety of praetical methods that 
are followed. These Include pub- 
licity work through the newspapers; 
“a speaker's bureau of three hundred 
voluntary workers; travelling lec- 
ture cars in the East and in the 
West: the preparation of travelling
